Missouri High Tribunal 
Reverses Decision of 
5 2 Louis Court on Ap- 
peal for Review Ruling.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 8—A 
ruling of the St.. Louis Board of 
Education prohibiting employment 
of married women, teachers is “un- 
reasonable and arbitrary,” Divi- 
sion No. 1 of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court held today. 

In its opinion, written by Judge 
James M: Douglas, presiding in 
the division, the Court. reversed 
a decision by the St. Louis Circuit 
Court and remanded the case for 
an entry of judgment in accord- 
ance with today’s decision. 

The four judges in the division 
concurred in the opinion. The 
others, besides Judge Douglas, are 
Judges Laurance M. Hyde, Albert 
M. Clark and Roscoe P. Conkling. 

Judge Douglas said: “We believe 
that the marriage of a woman 
teacher is not of itself a reason- 
able ground for removal under the 
applicable statute.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (UF) — 
Marriner 8. Eccles, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, said 
today the country even now is “in 


the advanced stages of inflation.“ 


“The. longer corrective action is 
postponed,” he said, “the more se- 
vere will be the inevitable reac- 
tion.” 

Eccles appeared before the 
House Banking Committee to ex- 
plain anew his plan to help curb 
inflation. Eccles would require 
banks to hold a special reserve 
fund in addition to their existing 
regular reserves. He would reduce 
the amount of money they could 
lend. 

Lays Biame on System. 

Eccles said bankers as individ- 


uals cannot be blamed for the 


present inflationary spiral, “al- 
though their operations as a sys- 
tem have made it possible.” 

“It may wel! be that the per- 
spective gained on the national 
problem and on the relationship 
of the individual bank to it will 
encourage a voluntary, program of 
restraint on the part of many 
bankers,” he said. 

“If such self-restraint is suf - 
ficiently effective to avoid overall 
expansion of bank credit, then the 
purpose of the special reserve plan 
will have been met.” 

Eccles stressed that hé was not 
urging any specific legislation on 
ongress. The Federal Reserve 
Board, he said, “is an agent of 
Congress” and has the responsi- 
bility of pointing out “dangers 
which it sees in the existing bank 
credit and monetary situation.” 

Wolcott’s Program, 

The chairman of the Banking 
Committee, Representative Wol- 
cott of Michigan, suggested a 
three-point anti-inflation program 
topped by voluntary agreements

MILKS 
NANKING, Dec. 8 (AP)—It was 
learned today that preliminary 
planning is under way both in 
Nanking and Washington for the 
manifold expansion of United 
States military advisory groups in 
China in the event large-scale 
American military assistance is 
granted Chiang Kai-shek’s armies. 
While responsible officials de- 
clined to comment, the best avail- 
able estimates indicated 5500 
Army, Navy and Air Force ad- 
visers would be needed if the de- 
mands of various Congressmen for 
direct assistance to Government 
armies are approved.

REMINGTON RAND 


BREAKS WITH UE 
ON RED AFFIDAVITS 


Company Says It Will No 
Longer Recognize Un- 
ion as Bargaining 
Agent for 9000. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8 (AP)— 
Remington Rand, Inc., acting on 
the basis of a National Labor Re- 
lations Board ruling, announced 
last night it no longer will recog- 
nize the CIO United Electrical 
Workers Union, whose officers 
have refused to file non-Commu- 


nist affidavits under the Taft- 
Hartley law. 

The union has been the recog- 
nized bargaining agent for about 
9000 Remington Rand employes at 
six company plants in New York 
state and one at Benton Harbor, 
Mich, 

William E. Shorten, vice presi- 
dent in charge of industrial rela- 
tions, said the policy was based 
on the recent NLRB ruling that 
the union is ineligible for certifi- 
cation as bargaining agent be- 
cause of its failure to comply with 
certain provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley law. 

The NLRB ruling resulted from 
a company petition for certifica- 
tion elections at the seven plants. 
The NLRB dismissed the petition. 

No Formal Contract. 

Remington Rand and the UE 
do not have a contract now, but 
have been operating under a tem- 
pora agreement reached July 
26 after a five-week strike at the 
seven plants. 

Commenting on the company’s 
non-recognition action, the union 
said here in a statement that its 
“600,000 men and women will in- 


_|tensify their activities—in co-op- 


eration with the people of their 
communities—to insure the repeal 
of the entire Taft-Hartley act and, 
at the same time, protect their 
gontract gains and working condi- 
tions.” 

Charles Rivers of Schenectady, 
N.Y., the union’s digtrict 3 execu- 
tive secretary and secretary of the 
Remington Rand conference 
board, said “we have been offi- 
cially certified by the United 
States Government in all plants 
as a result of the National Labor 
Relations Board election. We have 
an agreement in full force and ef- 
fect until April 1, 1949. The board’s 
rejection of the company’s peti- 
tion (for elections) leaves us 
where we were before the com- 
pany petitioned the board.“

Admission to the United States 
of 1,500,000 displaced persons in 
Europe would benefit this country, 
because many of them are skilled 
workers or professional men, Con- 
gressman John A. Blatnik of Min- 
nesota said yesterday in a talk 
here, Blatnik addressed a regional 
conference of the United Service 
for New Americans at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. 

He described the responsibility 
for providing immigration facili- 
ties for the persons involved as 
the “most important moral obli- 
gation of our time, and a basic 
step in winning the peace.“ The 
problem of dealing with displaced 
persons is not an exclusively 
since the 
great majority af them are Catho- 
les. About one quarter of the dis- 
placed persons of Europe are Jews, 
he said. 

Representative Blatnik, a Demo- 
crat, urged passage of the Strat- 


vate contractors. 


These cases are in addition to 
previously reported instances of 
federal worker dismissals for dis- 
loyalty or reasons of doubtful loy- 
alty. Since 1942, when Congress 
made provisions for such action, 
about 55 persons have been fired 
from Army or Air Force civilian 
jobs.

UNDER"6S TREATY 


Counsel Says Govern-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP)— 
Norman M. Littell, former assist- 
ant Attorney General, said yester- 
day he is preparing a multi-million 
dollar claim for the Navajo In- 
dians against the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 


Littell, recently engaged as 
counsel for the tribe, described 
the $2,000,000 relief bill pending in 
Congress as “a sound piece of 
stop-gap legislation.” He expressed 
hope it, together with donations of 
food and clothing by private citi- 
zens and a $143,000 allocation of 
tribal sawmill earnings would pre- 
vent “death from cold and hun- 
ger” on the 16,000,000-acre reser- 
vation this winter. 


Littell said his suit, to be filed 
before the Indian Claims Commis- 
sion, created by the last Congress, 
will be based on violations of the 
1868 treaty between the United 
States and the Navajos. This 
treaty, he said, obligated the Unit- 
ed States to provide one teacher 
for every 30 Navajo children but 
the Government “never at any 
time did so.” As a result, he said, 
only 10 per cent of the Navajos 
are able to speak English or to 
move with any degree of security 
whatever in the surrounding white 
man’s world.”

penditure Survey. It proposes—and the pro- 
posal is contained in a bill now pending—that 


the Missouri Legislature pass a lien and recov- 


ery law. Such a Jaw would give the state a lien 
on property. of pensioners‘and permit it to re- 


cover, after their death, an amount equal to pen-® 


sions paid. 

This is- not, as might appear at first glance, 
an Old Scrooge measure. On the contrary, by 
discouraging undeserving persons from applying 
for pensions, it would permit truly deserving 
ones to receive higher pensions than they are 
now being paid. It would also make eligible for 


pensions individuals who have property in ex- * 


cess of $2500, or married pairs who have proper- 
ty valued at more than $3000, Such property is 
usually represented by small homes which yield 


no income except to avoid the payment of rent. 


We have often printed comparisons showing 


that Missouri has a far higher number of pen- 


sioners than other states. For example, in In- 
diana, a state whose population is about equal 


to Missouri's, there are 50,728 pensioners as 


against 115,208 in Missouri. After a recently- 


‘passed lien and recovery act jn Indiana, the 
old-age pension roll dropped 10.2 per cent, and 


3000 applicants, who would otherwise have gone 
on the roll, withdrew because of the law. 

The ugly fact is that many children of aged 
parents in Missouri ars abdicating their obliga- 
tion, They. are permitting and encouraging the 
old people to apply for ‘pensions, though the 


children are able to support: them. A lien and 
recovery act, since it would encumber property 


to which they are héirs, would encourage chil- 


‘dren to give their parents assistance. They 


would rather do that than have the state step 


in after death to get back the pension money, 


To the extent that children have unnecessarily 
made their old parents a charge upon the state, 
Missouri’s old-age pension law is opposed to 


sound public policy and has been employed to 
corrupt public morality. The lien and recovery 
law is badly needed to correct this situation. 


Above all, it will be of benefit to old persons 


Who have no one to look to for support, for it 


will increase the payments to them.

HE only Communist party that can be tolerated in a consti- 
tutional society is one that acts in an open and aboveboard 
manner.

PARIS, Dec. 8 (AP) — Tristan 
Bernard, author and p ht, 
who often was called France’s na- 
tional humorist, died yesterday at 
the age of 81.

that we'd get around a table like 
mature men and try to work out 
a way to solve our economic prob- 
lems..

many times that of other fuels 
and energy sources: 

Aside from cost considerations, 
there still is another big barrier 
to the utiliation of nuclear energy 
for propulsion of airplanes. This 
is the fact that an atomic reac- 
tion gives off death-dealing short- 
wave radiations. Some kind of 
protection will have to be provid- 
ed against these radiations. 

Airplane designers are strug- 
gling with the problem of how to 
incorporate several tons of lead 
shielding into a plane’s structure. 

Designers point out that if the 
shielding broke or cracked in any 
kind of an accident, it would mean 
instant death from radiation for 
all passengers and crew members: 
There would be numerous prob- 
lems involving radio-activity in 
salvage operations after a crash— 
particularly if an accident took 
place in a large city or built-up 
area, 

Use in Pilotless Planes Likely. 

The current view is that when 
the new atomic fuel is perfected, 
it is likely to be first used in pilot- 
less planes or missiles for some 
time before being applied to pas- 
senger carrying. 

Even while the aviation industry 
is awaiting the new super-fuel, de- 
velopment of engines and power 
units for the first time in history 
has outdistanced airplane design. 
The National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics, top scientific body 
of United States aviation, pointed 
out that the nation already has 
engines for supersonic flight be- 
fore airframes capable of carry- 
ing them above the speed of sound 
have been perfected, 

These engines include several 
variations of jet propulsion, which 
employs a gas turbine to compress 
air sucked in and mixed with low- 
grade fuels such as kerosene s0 
that ignition results in hot gases 
streaking from the jet nozzle at 
high speeds. Rocket engines which 
carry their own oxygen and will 
be able to operate at high speeds 
above the earth’s atmosphere also 
have been developed. 

New ram-jet engines having no 


tremely high speeds to ram the air 
into their combustion chambers 
are being produced for use in su- 


ing combined with rockets to 
secure initial propulsion. Future 
development of all these types and 
the even greater perfection of the 
orthodox air-cooled reciprocating 
engine, with which America’s in- 
dustry achieved world leadership 
in commercial aviation, depends 
on development of a real air. pol- 
icy by Congress. Without this, 
according to everybody in the in- 
dustry, atomic super-fuels will 
turn out to be an ironic joke.

Original initiative petitions 
filed by the citizens’ organization 
with the board bore a total of 
42,743 signatures but only 19,346 
of these, or 6512 fewer than re- 
quired, were found to be valid sig- 
natures of registered voters, 

Although 9293 signatures were 
obtained for the supplementary 
petition, 2989 of these were de- 
clared invalid, Wilson asked per- 
mission to check through the re- 
jected signatures to see if he 
could establish the validity of at 
least 208 of them. In the absence 
of Ramaciotti, who is out of town, 
the letter was turned over to for- 
mer Circuit Judge Henry A. Ham- 
ilton, secretary of the board. 


2 HOUSE GROUPS TO START

The broader investigation was 
announced Friday by Chairman 
Wolverton (Rep.), New Jersey, 
whose committee had heard testi- 
mony during the week on short- 
ages of fuel and tankers in the 
New England states. Hearings 
will begin Tuesday.
